Report by Captain Caferata respecting Red Sea Lighthouses. 


Mokha .—On passing Mokha on the 4th October I observed the new lighthouse, 
which appears to be an iron “ tripod ’’ lighthouse, something similar in construction to 
those on the Egyptian coast at Damietta, Cape Brulos, and Rosetta. At present the 
lighthouse is painted red, but this may be only temporary. No light could be seen from 
it after dark. Judging from the height of the tower, I should say that the light, when 
shown, ought to be visible about 18 miles. 

Abou Ail .—Passing close to these islands at midnight on same date, the lighthouse 
could be distinctly seen on Quoin Island, apparently finished, but no light was shown- 
from it.
